“T was never keen on the idea 
of teaching but it was a job, so I 
looked around for another job. 
The editorship from the 
agricultural section of our daily 
paper the Times was open so I 
applied.” 

Two months later she was 
hired because of her background 
in agriculture and was taught 
newspapering from the editors’s 
desk. “In my part of New 
Zealand, people are very 
conservative, and it was a very, 
very new idea having a woman 
for an editor. But people were 
very helpful. I discovered in 
talking with people they all 
claimed it was much _ easier 
talking with a woman than with 
aman.”

first researcher in agriculture at 
the University of California,

By this action, California 
became a pioneer among states 
in establishing a scientific base 
for agriculture, and today has a 
widespread system of 
agricultural education through 
state colleges and universities, 
operates agricultural experiment 
stations and maintains the “grass 
roots” Agricultural Extension 
service at the county level.

--Leading counties in 
agricultural production are 
Fresno (also leading 
nationwide), and Kern, 
Imperial, Tulare, and Riverside.
